A ' Methodist minister was 
given a suspended sentence and 
placed on probation last night by 
Town of Mayfieid Justice 
Aiwinnie Parker on charges of 
consensual Sodomy and 
unlawfully dealing with a child. 

Rev. Charles N. Graham, 32, 
of Northville, pleaded guilty to 
the charges in March when he 
appeared before Justice Parker. 
/ Sentencing was adjourned 
until a probation report was 



received. 

Justice* Parker. last night 
ordered Rev. Graham to spend 
90 days in jail on each count, 
then suspended sentence, and 
placed him on three years 
probation. He also was directed 
to take treatment at the mental- 
health clinic until he fs judged fit 
to be discharged.

The Troy Methodist Con-
